Whereas the aforesaid Ramkrishna Mission, Benares Centre Home of Service has 
made an: application to the Government of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh to 
acquire thy the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act (1 of 1894) land and premises 
in Benares Town for the purposes of such Mission amounting to 823 acres of land 
required for extending the building of the Ramkrishna Mission or thereabouts as detailed 
and described under Schedule annexed hereto and for the sake of greater clearness 
delineated or shown on the plan hereto annexed and thereon with its boundaries coloured 
in red* 


. And whereas the aforesaid Local Government is satisfied that the said Ramkrishna~
